MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 


The business oP-the year having b3en 


completed and the Council about to sepa- 
l-ate sine die, a joint convention was cal led 
and the Mayor offered the following com- 
munication i

Gentlen.en of tlie City Council: 


In taking a retrospective glance .over 
tbe administration of the city's affairs for 
tbe last two years, I am more and m>re 
convinced of the wisdom that has charac- 
terized the way in which the enforcement 
of the prohibitory liquor law .has been 
mariaged. I am well aware tbat the yro- 
priety of my own action in tbe matter has 
been doubted by some persons, while the 
facts have been falsified, and my motives 
maligned by others, lam satisfied tb'ar 
my action has been right. 


' No* man. appreciates and deplores rtbe 
evils oft intemperance more than I do. But 
men differ about tbe instrumentalities to be 
employed in correcting the evils. One 
great block in the way of temperance re- 
formation is,-that the reformers often need 
to be themselves reformed. To promote 
temperance, they are thcfmselves iutem- 
perate. Their false zeal too often degen- 
erates into fanaticism and malevolence. 
When a man or woman stands in public 
places, and asserts tbat a person cannot 
walk the streets of Bangor in an evening,' 
withou; being .insulted "by drunken men 
and women, if is safe to conclude tbat such 
'a persqns's s'ottl is pretty well affljelgtted 
with hate and gall. 
- 
• 
. 


I think Our citizens will generally at best 
tbat our.streets have never been .more 
peaceable and undisturbed than during the 
last two years, and that tbe Jaw generally 
has .never beer* better observed. Statistics 
show beyond a question that the number 
of arrests for or g-owing ont of intemper- 
ance, bave been unusually small; that our 
pauper bills have sensibly decreased; and" 
tbat good Order has been easily and gener- 
ally maintained. And. at .what a lessened 
cost to tbe - city- and county from the ex- 
penditures of preceding years! It is gen- 
erally known tbat, under the official ad- 
ministrations of Sheriff Jerrard, when an 
attempt was made to execute the law 
against liquor-selling, as never .here or 
elsewhere • efure, the county expenses (of 
which tho'city 'pays a half) were as much 
as $20,000 per annum more thanjthey haVe 
been since. , And I think I can truthfully 
affirm that rum-selling was not apprecia- 
bly less then I nan now. It was .driven into 
more hidden places and perbaps into Ic wer 
bands. It multiplied the business of ex- 
press companies on individual account, 
and it created the curse of private club- 
rooms; the worst possible nurseries of vice 
for our. young, men. Our citizens, I think,i 
regard the efforts of Sheriff Jerrard, how- 
ever well Intended, as a' costly failure. 
The moment his official term ceased, ,as 
much of •'the business, was apparently car- 
ried on as upon the day when his experi- 
ment commenced. 
' 
I 'am well satisfied that, at this day and 
in a place of the size of Bangor, .liquor 
selling cannot be wholly or generally sup- 
pressed. 
We cheat ourselves as well 
as others, to fay that it can. It can only 
be : modified and regulated, and les- 
sened to some extent. It is a difficult 
problem, and a practical question -that 
needs to be managed with care and caution 
and common sense: Being under no obli- 
gation of law to make a business of prose- 
cutions, that duty falling upon county 
and not upon city officials, I have endeav- 
ored to meet all proper calls upon me 
reasonably and well. 
• l 
I should omit a duty In this connection', 
if I forgot to odd, • that in my Judment 
moral causes have operated to assuage the 
Intemperance cvlixto a considerable ex- 
tent. Tbe Influence exerted by tbe reform 
clubs and associations in their labors of 
love, bave been for a few] years past most 
sensibly felt. Many' brands have been' 
snatched from tbe burning by persistent, 
sympathizing and brave hands. -Their 
work has been .noble, and should be en- 
couraged in all ways that it can. ^low 
different such action from that of those 
who'desire conflicts and law suits, 
punishments at any hazards or cost. Bow 
different from those who go about, str king 
blind blows to enforce the law, mora for 
tbe fuss than for reform; who .ore willing 
to see the tree cat down at any cost, If i.t 
only gives them a chance to pick up e bips. 
The Greeks characterized human at- 
tempts at Impossible reformations as "He 
ploughs tbe air;" "He is making clothes 
for fishes;" "He catches the wind with a 
net;" "He is teaching Iron to swim;" "He 
Is teaching a pig to play on-a flute." "i 


Wben tbe wind can be caught with* a 
net, or Iron taught to swim', .then can all 
moral reformations be accomplished by 
tbe application of law alone. In reality, 
the law is no stronger, than public senti- 
ment that is behind it. The machinery is 
practically no more_ powerful than the 
steam in the boiler. What the temperance 
cause needs is not so much law tt&fuollc 
sentiment.
